OF THE 


Superintending School Committee. 


In reviewing the work of the public schools of Londonderry 
for the past year, we see cause for congratulation in the fact that 
so much of what was attempted has been brought to a successful 
termination. Although some slight difficulties have arisen, as a 
whole, our schools have been prosperous, and we trust the work 
done in them would compare favorably with that accomplished in 
those of similar grade in other towns. We should not be satisfied 
with past attainments, however, but endeavor to discover the 
means by which they may be made still more successful in the 
future. 

During the year fourteen different teachers were employed. 


_ Three taught in the same schools in which they were engaged the 


previous year, and eight others had taught in other towns. In five 
districts the same teacher was retained throughout the year with 
advantage tothe schools, the progress made being greater than in 
districts where a change was necessary. 

The results in some instances might have been more satisfactory 
if people realized that the best teacher is one who has not only 
the requisite knowledge of books, but also the ability to make that 
knowledge of practical value to the pupils, united with the tact 
which enables one to control a school wisely. ‘The edtcation of 
the young is one of the most responsible tasks that can be 
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attempted, and those who intend to teach should improve every 
opportunity to become better qualified for their position. 
Teacher’s institutes are held in different sections of the state, and 
are conducted in such a manner that they are helpful to those 
who attend them. Some good educational journal should be read 
by every teacher, for, although all the articles contained in such a 
paper are not useful to every reader, by a wise adaptation of the 
methods suggested, most teachers may become more efficient. 


Believing that some knowledge of book-keeping “would be of 
practical value to the pupils in common schools, those of: suitable 
age and grade have been advised to pursue that branch, and 


“* Meservey’s Book-Keeping”’ has been adopted for use as a text 


book. Parents were glad to have their children learn how to 
write common business forms correctly, and the practice required 
in this study has had a good effect upon the penmanship of those 
engaged in it. | | 

The attention of parents and guardians is called to the fact that 
three thousand, three hundred and ninety-five cases of absence 
are reported in the registers. Of course in many instances it was 
necessary for the pupils to remain at home, but too often parents 
allowed their own convenience or the whims of the children to 
interfere with the best interests of all concerned, ‘This is a loss 
of time which we cannot afford, and calling attention to the fact 


of the existence of such an evil ought to be sufficient to induce 


more regular attendance. 


At the last session of the Legislature a law was passed which 
will make an entire:change in school management. Its advocates 
claim that it will secure better results in return for the expenditure 
of an equal amount of money. While there may be an honest 
difference of opinion in regard to the law, we should try to carry 
out its provisions in such a way that our schools may be more 
effective than ever before in fitting all our youth to assume the 
responsibilities of. citizenship, since we must agree that the public 
school system is of the highest importance as a part of the 


foundation on which rests the prosperity of our state.

THE SCHOOLS IN DETAIL. 
District No, 1. 

Martha J. Boyd was teacher throughout the year. Although this 
school was somewhat smaller than in preceding years, the scholars 
who remain were punctual in attendance and interested in their 
studies. ; - 

} Disrricr No. 2. 

‘The spring term was begun by Miss Eliza A. Flanders, who 
resigned at the close of one week. She was succeeded by Mrs. 
Belle Nutting, who introduced methods of study and recitation 
calculated to awaken the interest of her pupils. It was expected 
she would return in the fall, but serious illness in her family pre- 
vented, and Miss Annie G. Parker was employed during the fall 
and winter terms. Although without previous experience, her 
interesting manner and natural aptitude for the business made her 
services profitable to the district. The various branches were 
taught in such a way as to be understood, and classes in arithmetic, 
geography, and history merit special mention for the progress made. 

| Disrricr No. 3. 

‘Two terms were taught by Miss Cinderella J. Moore. Although 
without experience in teaching, Miss Moore was ready to do her 
best, and won the esteem of her pupils. The order was good at all 
times and the recitations at each éxamination proved that faithful 
work had been done. ‘This is one of the small schools of our 
town, and the school year was but fifteen weeks in length. 

Districr No. 4. 

The condition of the school house in this district was very much 
improved last spring. It was thoroughly repaired, and, instead of 
the poorest school room in town, it is now one of the most cheerful. 
Two terms were taught here by Miss Anna M. Cummings, whose 
reputation as a successful teacher was sustained by her work in this 
school. Her pupils were taught that good deportment is neces- 
sary, if we desire the best results. The youngest ones deserve 
praise for their progress in reading and spelling. 
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Disrricr No. 5. 


Miss Mary Coolidge taught the spring term, and at its close the 
recitations were creditable to teacher and pupils. Reading 
received its share of attention a much progress was made in 
this important branch. 

The second term was taught by Mr. Louis H. Bailey who had 
never been a teacher before. His enthusiasm in his work was a 
good example for teachers who have had more experience, and 
his efforts to make his pupils independent in thought and expres- 
sion were sucessful.
